On Friday evening Inst the Rev, B, R, Boadle,
D, ., dehvered an exceedingly \nteresting and
eloguent lecture belfore the Yonng Men's Chris-
son Association, His subject embraced tlint
division of the nnimal kingdom known as tho
Mollwsea, Our report of the lecture was un-
avoldably crowded out of Saturday’s Bvexme
PrLpanArn by the pressure of other mattor;
but our readetrs can rest assured that it hax lost
nothing by this sbort delay. Dr. Beadle ad-
dressed his nudience as follows:—

Ladies aud Gentlemen:—Natural History is
now nselence, Itis no longer the “‘havmiess
enthusinst” who wanders through forest and
ficld, or drills into rocky beds, or sinks His
dredge into the sén. The mosl gifted minds,
and the beet trained wmtellects, wre earnest
workers in these flelds. Nor can the pursuit of
Natural History be regarded any longer as a
moere amusement or plensant recrention, or be
weed to fill up the wastes of time, and glve dig-
nity to lelsure and fdleness; (L most be regarded
as & study whieh demands earnest thoaght and
persistent purpose.

The Study of Nature,

We are surrounded by tagts, by creations, hr
yeglons unexplored, by wonders unexplained,
A pebble or s plant, an insect or b wtom, n

drop ol water, or the animalenls which find a |

bhome snd & grave in it, mny ArTOSL OUr atten-
flon und challepge our thought. It we hold
righttully our pluce in the scule ol belng, we
must be caretul observers. We are in this
world to seo, and to sce arights. We must huve
an earnest fellowship witn pature in sll her
works: we must be In aceord T'uh the creations
them

around us, and make our eome-
panfons and {rionds, We nare eearchers
or knowledge and truth, and uneed have

no fear to grapple with fact., No shrinking
timidity should characterize our Investigations,
We may walk with brow ereot and eye elate
where nature opens ber flelds and swings wide
her gates, We are to guard only against pre-
snmption and self-conceit.  The profoundest
philosopher will find many places where he
must walk =ofily with vnsandalled foot and un-:
covered head, All true research is but an effort
%0 bring us into closer allinoece with the true,
the beautiful, and the good., We study nature,
becaure nature (< the uiterance of the Creator,
The univerae itsell is but an expression ol God;
these material configuritions ol the heavens are
but the forms« in which God has clotibed His
thought, His speceh 12 areation, and we are to
hear and to interpret 1s volce.
Life at the Bottom of the Sen.

Possessed of life, we are surrounded with life,
Esrth, nir, and sea teemn with beimng, These
lives are our contemporiries, They share with
us, they are objects of the Creator's eare, und
should partake of our thought and sympathy.
There is hifs in the sen, 1ifo everywhere, [f you
take up & Iragment of the Gull weed, sargossum
vulgare, flonting in mid-ocean, 1t swarms with
hife, Minute molluses cluster in ils cells and
eling to its branches, The floating fragment o
% broken ship, or of n seamen’s chest, or of

some cabin-boy's toy thrown overboard,
is selzed upon und made the home of
life. If you sink your dredge three

Lundred fathoms deep, you bring o the surface
manifold and besutitul forms of life. I you
send down the deep-sea lead fourteen huodred
fathoms, an approximation to two miles, you
still find life; and the sea bottom at these
amazing depths richly abounds with animated
creatures, who gambol and sport as if living in
the sunlight of upper day., If you wander
along the shore, you will gnd sheltered in coral-
Aines and sponges, in fuei and conferee, myriads
ol bivulve shells whose diameters will not ex-
ceed that of 8 mustard seed; and it you will
take up & drop of water from some lake, or
pond, or stagnant pool, or wayslde diteh, and
apply your highest magunifying power, you shall
be met with the astounding ract that 509,000,000
nonads may dwell m it safely and not jostle
each other,

Ocean! This preat and wide sea! Emblem
of Infinitude ! with its acres ol barrenuess ou
which no cities can be bullt, no roadways per-
fected, no foot of traveller press—with its gar-
nered wealth, its unmensured depths, its tombs,
its multitudinous life—how shall we compre-
bheud it! By ecareful observations, made at
wvarious points and by different individunls, we
hiave noccumuluted n vast arrny of tacts, aud are
now epabled, by more extended and more re-
linble dats, to build where others projected,
snd to demoopstrate where the wisest only

guessed, Experiments extending through years |

of time and over wide ranges of latitude mayg be
expressed in a single sentence; soundings ocou-
pying many months, and involving vast iabor
aud expense, may be summed up in two or three
paragraphs—but these paragraphs reveal whole
realms of truth, and settle questions th sl have
remained unanswered smce the beginning of
the world., We now know much of the sen.
We bave explored many of its depths, and
can locate, with some degree of certainty,
much of itg fawna, Much yet remains to be
discovered, and the time will doubtless come
when, with improved instruments for dredging
and sounding, and with the application of
steam to machinery invented for these purposes,
we shall be able to explore the deep-sea bottom
and map out its boundaries with as much ween-
racy us we now survey and map out the land
ahbove the waters,

Two facis beanug upon our present subjoct
are fully established —First, that the most Jcll-
cate and tragile animal can il\'u and thrive, snd
munifest the grealest aclivity, at preat depths
under the sen. From u depth of thres hundred
fathows, or eighteéen bundred feet, where the
pressure of the water is more than eight thou-
sand pounds to the square inch, more than fny
distinct species of antmal life huve beondredged
up. And secondly, It hes been settled that the
“f;;..-um- of light at great sea depths lLias no
effect m diminighang the color of marine fauna.
The ammael disturbed o his moddy bed threee

hundred fathoms down, and brouoght 1o
the surfnce, reveals a8 deep u red as
the anlmal of the same species capturad
in the shallow walers near the shore,

Then, If the most delicate structures are o far-
nished, or 50 adiusted 1o their plsce that they
ocnn sarvive under the enormous pressure of the
water ot three hundred fathoms, and if the Heht
is= not esscntinl to periect or preserve their
color at this great depth, what shinll hinder us
o declarng that animul life may extend to
tho m,_-_fuumltwst depths of the ocean, and that
every ncre, DAY, every rooid of the deop sed
boltom, sWarns with its appropriste life?
The Kingdom of Mollusks,

My theme to-nizht may be announced iu a
niuu:[oe word—Mollusca, These constitule a
sub-kingdom in the animal world, and stand
second in the four great sub-divisions—Verte-
brata, Mollusca, Articulata, and Radista, In
this sub-kingdom are elasses differing one from
another, perhaps in equal degree with the
olaes of the Vertebrata, the highest and noblest
forma of animal life, In number of species and
individuals the Mollusen far exceed the Verte.
brate animals, and fhrovgh all geological
periods, from the carliest dawn of anlmal fe
down to the latest developments, have
plaved & far more important part in the
organization wnd economy of our globe,
Holdlug such =a place, presenting  such
& vast amount ol material, and opening such &
wide range of observation, he muost be a bold
and skilful naturalist who shall attempt wﬂu
even the most kmportant facts, or a tithe of the
necessary detalls of the subject, within the
compass of & single hour, 1T | can but swing
open someé humble gate, through which you
may pass into these wide felde, and jnspire 5ou
with & desire to walk there ss personal ob-
servers, beholding the glorles of the Cpeator's
hendiwork, and gathering rich spoll, T shall be
content.

Mollusca is n term applled to woft animals,
being derived from the Latin word moliis, or
sgoft.” It embraces thosefanimals tn which the
body is nelther supported upon the lntarnal

vony form or skoeleton, ss In the Vertebrates,
nor prolecited by an exiornal coriaosous or
leathery tegumant, as in the Articulntes. In
nommnullnngnaﬂn u.gy ara cn‘llod“'luhﬂl Iilh,’:
with little propricky, iowover, As they are,no
always provided ;rh shefin, wd diffef us Mok
from ihe Geh® 4 Okh dilfers from & man.

The solence which  includes “the siu of
mollusen i prootienlly  galled md g‘g,
meaning the study of soft animnls, o
logy, h word Im dommon use, (Huml onable,
an it is applicable ouly'to shell or houose in
which the snimal lives; whereas many of the
mollusos are very active, and get on fhrowich
life very well without the trouble ol house
bullding. ;

Nllllll‘glilﬂllll Elvn to the mollnson the second
place and rank in the snimal kingdom.

In doing this, it i» not intended to convey the
fdeqn that the vertebrates, which are plaeed first,
are more perfeet creatures than the radistes,
which are placed Iast, It has pleased the
reator to represent and multiply life on the
earth under four grand forms or systems, The
highest types of ench plan of creation has,
however, exhimted the highest posgible perfoc-
tion of coustitution agreenble to that plan; and
the molluscs, then, are as absolotely perfect,
considering the nduptability ol their stroctura
and functions to thelr mode of life, and have
thelr uppointed ghure in the economy of nature,
ns well as the verwenrates,

The Classification of Mollusks,.

Comprehended in the great molluscan type of
fife are five sub-types, or classes, designaicd as
such partly from the positions of the feet or
orgnns of locomotion, s follows:—

I. Cephalopoda. In which the feet or arms
encirole the head.

1. asteropoda. In which the ventral por-
tion of the bedy turms & ereeping disk or foot,

111, Ptevopoda, So«cnlled from wing-like ex-
pansions procesding from the head anda used lor

| swlimining.

1V. Braeitopoda. These are charscterized hivl
two labinl processer, or arms, or cifia, whic

cun be protruded or withdrawn at pleasure, and
are veed for creating currents in the nelghbor-
hood of the mouth, and thus secure load,

V. Conohifera. These are ordinary bivalve
molluscs, which have their shelis applied one
on each side of the body.

Characteristics of the Classes.

The firet Lhree of these classes are encepla-
tous, provided with distinct hewds, and gene-
rally with organs of locomotion. They are
provided aléo with a univalve shell, which is
comparatively emall and rudimentary in most
of the cephalopods, they being ewift and power-
ful creatures, which neaed no protection of this
character, With most of the gasteropods, the
ghell forms a complete &rmor, into which the
animal can entirely withdraw upon the approach
of danger. A ditference of habit, concident
with this struotural dissimilarity, might be
reandily imagined; for the ecepholopods, chang-
ing their location at pleasure and moving wit

great celerity, are predatory and mostlE Yyoop-
hagous, or flesh-eaters; while many of the gas-
fropods nre piylopiagus, or vegetable-eaters,
though proviaed witk jaws for holding their
food and tongues armed with numerous spinons
woces<es which are vsed o tritaration,

The lnst two classes of molluses (Brachiopods
and Conchifera) ure ncephalous, having no
head, and with bur limited powers ot locomo-
tion when it is present at all.

For the most part the species are sndf_'nmr;‘.
or attached without the ability to change their
location. As they are therelore more linble
to the predatory attacks ol raiders, they nre
provided with heavier armaments for defense,

The Cephrlopods.

[ remember that there were wide differences
existing between the classes of molloses,
If you will compare the meantic cephaloid,
with s well-formed head, huge
eyes, and poweriul arms, swift, strong, and
affectionate to the last degree, embracing every-
thing that comes withio it8 reach, and loving
unto the death—the hero of mythology and
romance; the fiend that torments the pearl
diver of the Hast aud swimmer of the West: the
pirate who does not seruple to drag down shipa
and feed upon the luckless marivers who sail
them. If you will compare this fierce caunibal
with the soft mues of quivering, jelly-like lesh
which lies within the open valve of an oyster,
without head, or arm, or fool, and totally
incapable ot locomotion or delense, you may
gain sgome idea of the wide range of orgauiza-
tion embraced in mollusean life,

He who has sailed in the Southern seas, or
even in the Carribean or eastern Atlantie, or
Mediterranean, and beh#d with wonder and
awe the buge waves rolling in the darkness of
night, crested with flame, or tossing as billows
ot fire, or the sofier and more beautiful phoe-
phoresence which breaks nnder the Pruw of the
ship moving upon a gentle sea, or flashes with
every dip ol the oar in some quiet harbor, will
gearcely belieyve that these miuute winged mol-
luscs hold affinity with the gaudy hued bulinii
(Curinus), wincelhe adorn like rich fruit the
foliage of the Philwypine Island breeze, or the
Achalenal of Afriea (0 reticulate) or the West
Indies (a faciata), or who would at first per-
ceive the family relutionship between these
Inst und this terrible bore from whom
Bruuel teok his idea of boring the Thames
tunnel (which is itsel a bore), and who “cuts
up” in such a way that more ship timber s de-
stroyed by him than by tempest and shipwreck
combived, and who has more thau once threat-
ened Holland with an invasion more terrible
thun thst which resulted 1 the actunl posses.
gion by the Dutch: or, with his fragile and
dainty cousin, the Pholss, fumous miner and
sapper that he 15, who, without vigible tools aud
without noise, rung his drifts and galleries
throngh ramparts of limestone and even piers
of granite, whose flesh i3 as soft as an oyster,
und whose shell may be crushed between the
thumb and finger,

The Cephalopod, whose outstretched arms mea-
gurcpight feet neross, is truly giguntic compared
with the Hellxpornatia, 4 dozen or two of which
make & deliclous meal for the Italian or the
Oriental, Or to compare land shells slone.
Were you truvelling v the dense forests of
Brazil, or climbing the Andes, vou might choose
worse food than the fréshly laid eggs of the
Bulinlug Oblongus, and yet, if I would pack the
ege Helix Minntis«inin, & shell common in the
extreme Northern Btates, it wosld require an
expert calculator to tell how many tnousund
would be required for the purpose.

The Octopus, or “Man-Sucker.”

The leelorer Lere gave an acconut of the
structure and habite of some of the molluscous
animals, :-ipuul:iuﬁ of the octopi, he =aid:—A
caetul observer has recently been watching
the octopl in the sens that wash the cosst of
Britlsh Columbia, snd as these are the most
recent observations, I shall produce them hare,
premising that the remarks apply to & compargy-
tively high northern Intitude (49:30), neariy
opposite Newfoundland, instead of uullicu}l
tens, where marine life is developed on & mueh
nrander seale.  The observer is nn Englishman,
e gayei—

“The oclopus as soen on our consts, slthough
even bere ealled a ‘mansucker’ by the fiaher-
man, 5 0 mere Tom Thumb as compared with
the hrn;f.ilpnagl proportions he attalug o the
bays and long ionland canaly along the east
sive of Yauncouver's Igland, The ordinary reést-
ing place of thiz animal is in the wide cleft of a
100k, lts modes of locomotion are varied and
curfous, Using cught arme s puaddles, and
workingithem alternatoly, the central diek re-
presenting a boat, octopl row themselves along
with so ease and celerity comparable to the
many-urmed caigue of the Bosphorus, They
can ‘rnmble at will over the sandy roadways
mtersectipg their submarine parks, and con-
verting their arms into legs, march on like s
huge spider,

“Oymuasig of the highest oxder, they olimbthe
slippery l--d‘,u-a as filos walk up 8 window pane,
Atrapbing the meny suckers that arm the ter-
rible limb& to the fuee of the rocks, or the
wruok and seaweed, they go sbout, forward
and upward, backward and downward, like
massive sloths, or ¢luging with one arm 1o the
marine slgee, perform & series of trapeze move-
ments that Beotland might view with uuvf.

“] have often, when on the rooks in Esquimauy
barbor, watched thelr pmeedlnﬁn. The water
peing clear nud stiil, it e juse like peering into
a huge marine squarium, crowded with endless
varneties of ourious sea-mousters,

itfn all the Yitths nonies of the harbor, the greut
son-wrack (Maorooystis) grows wildly, buving o
stealght round siem, thnk comes up from the
byttom oiten with a sislk threo hundred Teet
.+ Reaching theswurfege, It spreads ont two

which it s corcealed. Patiently he bides hils
time, until presently n shonl of sl come gayly
on, t'hrendlng their way through the sea trdes,

listle thinkimg thiat this lurking monster s so
close at band, Two or three of them rub
ugeinst the arme—fatal touch | As though a
powerful electric shook bnd passed through the
tah and stricken it senseless, 5o does the arm of
the ootopus parslyze s viciim; then windiog
a snoker-olad cable aronnd the palsied fish, as
an clephant winds his trunk around anything to
be conveyed to the mouth, he draws the dainty
moreel to the centre of the disk, whern the
heaked mouth selzes npon and soon disposes of

the prey.
"‘i‘hl' Indifn regurds the oclopns ns a great

dellency, and i= ekilfol In captoring him.
Puddiing his canoe close to the rocks, sod
wrack, he poors

quistly pushing aside the
IH‘It’Ollgh the orystal water until his practised
eye deteets an ootopus, with great rope-like
arma stiffened, wating patiently for food.
Passing his spear, some twelve feet long, care-
fully through the water until within an nch
or two of the centre disk, he plunges it into
the mass. Writhing with pain nud passion, the
oolupus colls 106 terrible arms around the bhatt,
and now commences the struggle,

“Were the octopus once ¥ get s thong-
Itke tecler over the side of the canoe, it could
ae easily eul it over as & ehild could a basket,
Mnking the side of the canoe a lulerum, the
fitherwnn ralses the monster 10 the surface,
keeping him st a good distance. He 1s dan-
gerows now. M Le could get a fast hold on
either savage or canoe, nothing short of chop-
plve off the arms plecemonl would be of any
avail, 'With a second spear he strikes the octo-
poe where the arms joln the disk. This seems
to break down the nervous gangleons supplying
motive power, and the arms lose at once their
strength and tenacity. Their suckers, which a
moment before held on with a force which ten
men could not overcome, now relax, and the
entire rag hange u lifeless mase.”

The kraken and the colossus, and evco the
se-gerpent, may yet be seen, perhapy,

1f the infusorial animalevlm can ngeregate
vaet siratifications of rock, the molluscs heap
up mountain rapges that shall defy the waste
and wear of ages., 1f the polyps can build
reefs that shall givile our coptinent, or form
the basis of islands, surely man,who is endowed
with the power of thonght and speech, who can

lan ws well nga bmld end prosecuie, should
{:n able to rear in our beautiful city a bulld-
Ing that shall be adequate to all scientifie
purposes, and remain & besuty and a joy for
many fonerations,
The Nautlilus Pompllius,

The lecturer subsequently described the nauti-
Iue pompilius ns Inl\o“-:—ll.‘a texture s com-
posed of two distinet layers, the outer one
porcelaindike and opaque, white in color,
while the inner layer 18 pearly. The Chinesze
and others have availed themselves of this
structure 1o carve u '\‘llt’it’!{ ol pas-relief pat-
terps irom the porcelsin layer, producing a
pleasing effect by using the pearly layer as
a background. A similar effect is produced on
the oypraea, by the action of acid, thus exhibit-
ing landseapes, bulldings, verses or mottoes,
and they are much prized as 1ancy articles,
The porceiain layer must be altogether re-
moved by the action of muriatic acid. The
pearly surfnce may then be rubbed down care-
fully wath pulverized pumice and soft eme
paper, until all the inequalities are removed,
when un exquisite m]ull.\ may be almost in-
stanly given by rubbing the surface with a
paste made of equal parts of sulphuric aeld
and rotien stone, F

The internal arrangement of the shell s

urlous and instructive. At distances increasing
pilh ite growth sepla or pearly Inyers are thrown

atross, aividing oi these portions as they suc-
cessively become too small 10 secommodate the
ammal. A syphuncle or membranous tube runs
throngh the centre of these partitionsand cham-
bers, m which the animal is lodged., From
thiruy to forty of these apartments are formed
in the =hell, and their nse appears to be that
of air-chambers, lessening at convenience
the specific gravity of the shell, so
a3 to diminish its retarding influence upon
the motions of the molluscs, In the fossil
geners, the septa, or divisions, were in many
cases hiehly compliested and orpate in struc-
ture. These differences in the forms of the
septa afford reliable data for the discrimination
of the species.  The shells of the Tetra-bau-
chiatés are extremely elongeted narrow cones,
which are either straight, ms in the genus
Bacculites, hook-shaped 48 in the Hamites, or
spiral aud discoidal, u= in the Ammonites,

PROPOSALS FOR A LOAN

$23,000,000.

AN ACT
TO CREATE A LOAN FOR THE REDEMT IION
OF THE OVERDUE BONDS OF THE
COMMONWEALTH.

Whereas, The bonds of the Commonwealth
and oertam  ecerdfigates of  indebledness,
amounting to TWENTY-THREE MILLIONS
OF DOLLARS, have becn overdueand unpald
for some time past;

And wheveas, It 18 deslrable that the gsame
should be pald, and withdrawn [rom the market;
therefore,

Bection L. Be 1 enacled by the Senate ond Hoviae
of Repreventalivesef the Combwomseaith af Penn-
aylvania in General Assembly met, and i s hereby
enacted by e authority of the same, That the
Governor, Auditor-Goeneral, and State Tren-
surer be, and are hereby, authorized and ome
powered to borrow, on the falth of the Com-
monwealth, In such smounts and with such
notice (not less than forty dn}’u{ a5 they may
deem most expodlent for the Intorest of the
Hiate, twenty-three mililons of dollars, and
lssue certifiontes of loan or bonds of Lthe Come
maonwenlth for the rame, benring interest at a
rate not exceeding six per cenlum per annum,
pnyable seml-aunually, on the 15t of Fevruary
and Ist of August, In the olty of Philadelphiag
whioh certificates of 1oan or bonds shnll not he
subject to any taxation whatever, for State,
munteipal, or loeal parposes, and shnll be paya-
ble as follows, namely:—Five miillous of dallars
payable at any tlme After flve years, and
within ten years; elght millions of dollars payas-
ble at any time after len years, and wallxﬂ: -
teen years; and ten milllons of dollars at any
time after ANeen years, and within twenty-five
years; and shall be signed by the Governor and
state Treasurer, and countersigned by the
Auditor-General, and reglstered fn the boolks of
the Auvditor-General, and to be transforable on
the books of the Commonwealth, at the
Farmers' and Mechanles' Nationnl Bank of
Philadelphin; the proceeds of the whole of
whileh] loan, lncludlng l|irremlu.m!¢. aleatera,
recelved on the same, ghall be npplied to the
sayment of the bonds and certificates of in-

ebtedness of the Commonwenlth,

Bection 4, The bids for the said loan shall be
opened in the preseénce of the Governor, Aadl-
tor-General, and State Tressurer, and awarded
to the highest hidder: Provided, That no certifl-
cate heraby authorized to be Issned shall be
negotinted for less than (18 par value,

Sectlon 4. The bonds of the State and certifl.
cates of indebted ness, now overdue, shall be
recelvable In payment o/ the sald loan, under
fuch regulations sgs the Governor, Aunditor-
General, and State Treasurer may proseribes
and every bidder for the loan now authorizad
1o be issued, shall state In his bid whether the
same is piayable in eash or In the bonds, or
cert:ﬂcales of Indehtedness of the Commons
wealth.

Sectlon 4, That all trustees, executors, admin-
istrators, guardians, sgenis, treasurers, come-
mittees, or other persons, holding, In a fida-
elary capaclity, bonds or certificates of Indebts
edness of the State or moneyk, are hereby
anthoriged to bid for the loan heréby anuthorized
to be issued, and to surrender the bounds or
certificates of loan held by them at the time of
maklnr such bid, and to receive the bonds
authorlzed to be issued by this act.

Seotion 6, Any person or persons standiog In
the flduclary capaclty stated in the fourth sece
tion of this act, who may desire to invest
money in their hands for the benefit of the
trust, may, without any order of court, Invest
the same in the bonds nuthoriged to be lssuned
by thisact, at a rulm of preminm not exceeds-

twenty per centum.
ml-ﬁ‘i‘oetlon !{ "i‘um from and after the passage of
thisnct, all the bonds of this Commonwealth
sball be paid off in the order of thelr maturity.

Seetlon 7. That all loans of this Common-
wealth, not yet due, shnll be exempt from
State, municipal, or local taxation, after Lhe
interest due February 1st, oneé thousand
elght hundred and sixty-seven, shall have besn

ald.
pHectlcm 8, That all existing laws, or portions
thereof, inconsistent herewlth, are hereby re-

aled.
